Abou. one-quarter mile northeast of Dora- 
ville depot isa B. M. of yours on left or west 
of track marked 1102.327 feet. The true 
height of this B. M. above “mean level of 
sea is 1057.767 reet.” 

“A little further north our base crosses 
your track at the top of a grade ascending 
nearl” all the way from Doraville. The 


feet above mean level of the cea. Our base 
also crosses your track just north of Me- 
chanicsville. Here the rails are 1069.24 feet 
high. 

“We also cross the track a little more than 
a mile south of Doraville. Here the rails 
are 1029.54 feet above sea. 
Our station on the top of Stone Mountain 
is 1686,17 feet high. That on Kennesaw is 
1809.02 feet high. Sawnee is 1968 feet high. 
Approximate heights for some other points 
of interest are (good for about five feet, ex 
cept two last which are good to one foot.)

LOVELY LAVAL, AN ENCHANTING EDEN. 


Nothing can be imagined more delightful 
than the walksin this plain of Laval of a 
bright spriog morning, when the flowers are 
in ful) bloom.

their delicate tints become indistinct and are 
lost in the slope of a long range of 
grand rocky mountains, above ;, which 
peer the snow-covered Alps. If 

tired of gazing at this entrance 
ing scene, the spectator turns to the opposit- 
quarter, it is only to behold still greater 
beauties. Before him is the Meditterranean, 
blue as asapphire, but shivering goldenly iu 
the sunlight and fanning with its silver 
wavelets the beautiful islandso‘t Lerins. To 
the left lies the infloitely varied outline of 
the Italiam coast, with all its bays 
and capes, gulfs and peninsula; traced 
out as in a imap, until distance screens 
them from the dszzled eye. Below lies 
Cannes with her towers and dark pine groves. 
To the right the three grand Estrelle Moun- 
tains, called populaily the “Three Witches,”

The plaintiff brought an action against the 
defendant on an open account for the sum of 
$260.15. The defendant filed a plea of set 
oft for the sum of $96.34, and also filed a plea 
of recoupment, in which sbe alleged the 
plaintiff had damaged her $200.00 in conee- 
quence of his neglect and failure to properly 
cultivate her farm and gather the crop there- 
on during the year 1870. On the trial of the 
cxse the jury, after hearing the evidence for 
both parties and the charge of the Court, re- 
turned a verdict in favor of the defendant 
for the sum of $6.55. A motion was made 
for a new trial on the grounds that the ver- 
dict was contrary to the weight of the evi- 
dence, and for error in the charge of the 
Court, which motion was refused on condi- 
tion that the defendant wou!d write oft from 
her verdict the said sum of $6.55, whereupon, 
the plaintiff excepted. The Court charged 
the jury “ihat if there was a contract between 
plaintitf and defendant, by which the 
plaintiff was to use the horses of defendant 
for a particular purpose, then he had no 
right to use them for any other pupose, and 
that if he did, he was liable 
to psy for the use of them.” 
One of the questions in dispute 
between the partics was whether the 
plaintiff was liav.« .» pay the defendants for 
the use of her hois«s ihe amount charged by 
her therefor. In ].wking through the record 
we fail to discover any evidence of any con- 
tract between the parties in relation to the 
use of the defendant’s horses by the plaintiff 
for any purpose. This charge of the Oourt 
having been made on an assumed state of 
facts not authorized by the evidence, was 
error, and we reverse ihe judgment on that

Martha Ann Merritt was indicted for the 
offense of murder in the Superior Court of 
Dougherty county, and charged with the un- 
lawful killing of one Polly Quick. On the 
trial of the case, the jury fouad the defend- 
ant guilty and recommended that she be 
imprisoned in the State Penitentiary for life. 
A motion was made for a new trial on the 
grounds that the verdict was contrary to law, 
and without lJaw—contrary to the evicence 
and the weight of the evidence, and because 
of newly discovered evidence since the trial, 
which motion was overruled'by the Court and 
the defendant excepted. It appears from 
the evidence in the record that the defendant 
and deceased got into a quarrel about the 
defendant's husband;; the parties lived near 
each other; a paling fence divided their re- 
spective yards or lois. The deceased was on 
her own side of the fence, standing up against 
it. Lizzie Moore, a witness for the State, 
swore she was present and saw the rencontre 
between the parties; that after using abusive 
and opprobrious language to each other, the 
defendant went into the house, Jaid down 
her child, went to a table, picked 
up 8 knife and then came out of 
the house, rolled up her _ sleeves, 
opened the knife, approached deceased, who 
was standing with her hands on the palings, 
made a stab at her and hit the palings, she 
aguin stabbed and struck deceased ino the 
right breast immediately uader the right 
nipple—deceased said don’t cut me an 
more, for you have killed me now. Defend- 
ant then said God damp you, if I have not 
kilied you, I am going todo it now—you and 
all the balance. ‘The knife was about a foot 
long when open, handle about six inches 
long, and blade same length. Witness saw 
that the whole blade went in when deceased 
was stabbed. This took place on Friday, 
and deceased died the following Sunday.

Lucy Chapman, a wituess for the State, was] - 


also present, saw ihe stabbing, and substan- 
tially corroborates the statement of Lizzie 
Moore, says deceased was in her own yard 
dving nothing, had her hr nds cn the palings, 
helped deceased into her room, she was 
bleeding, and remained with her until the 
died; she appeared to suffer very much. Dr. 
Davis, a witness for the State, says he made 
& post mortem examination of deceased after 
her death, found a wound on the right breast 
made by some sharp instrument, which 
entered into the chest; it was about 
one inch wide, and five or six inches deep. 
The wound penetrated the diaphram and 
punctured the liver, The wound, in his 
opinion, would produce death, and in his 
opinion that wound did produce death in 
that case—from the result of inflammation. 
Doctor Cromwell, sworn in behalf of the de- 
fendant, stated that he saw the deceased on 
Sunday, the day she died, described her con- 
dition, and was of the opinion she died of 
pneumonia, though from the description of 
the wound given by Dr. Davis, thinks it 
would, in a majority of cases, have produced 
death. It will be noticed that there iso evi- 
dence in the revord that the deceased was 
physically indisposea from pneumonia, or 
otherwise, prior to the day on which she was 
stabbed by the defendant, which was on Fri- 
day, and she died on the next Sunday there- 
afier. As before stated,<he jury by their 
verdict found the defendant guilty of the of- 
fense for which she was indicted, and recom- 
mend that she be punished therefor by im- 
prisonpment in the penitentiary for life, and 
the question is, whether that was a legal ver. 
dict under the evidence io this case? 
In other words, had the jury’ the 
power and authority’ under tne 
law of this State, to return a verdict recom- 
mending a commutation of the punishment 
of the defendant from death, to imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary for life, under the 
evidence in the case? The defend»nt was 
indicted for the offense of murder, and the 
jury found her guilty of that offense. By 
the penal code of this State, the punishment 
of murcer shall be death, except, when the 
conviction is founded solely on circumstan- 
lial testimony. When the conviction is had 
solely on circumstantial testimony then it 
is diecrg¢lionaty with the presiding Judge to 
impose the death penalty, or to sentence the 
dcfendant to imprisonment io the peniten- 
tiary for life, unless, the jury trying the trav- 
erse shall recommend that the defendant be 
imprisoned in the penitentiary for life, in 
that case, the presiding Judge bas no discre- 
tion, but is. bound to enommute the punish- 
ment from death, to imprisonment for life 
in the penitentiary. The general rule of the 
law is that the crime of murder shall be 
punished with death, the only exception to 
that general rule is, where the conviction for 
that crime is founded spe ‘on circumstha- 
tial .tegti . New Go 23. It follows 
theref6re, that unless the conviction of the 
defendant was founded solely on circum- 
stantial testimony, neither the presiding 
Jadge, or the jury, had the power or author- 
ity under the Jaw tocommute the punish- 
meat for the crime of murder from death to 
that of imprisonment for life in the peniten- 
tiary. But it issaid the testimony in this 
case is Circumstantial because it is doubtful 
whether the deceased died from the wound 
inflicted by the defendant or from pneu- 


and subject the legal rights of the citizens to 
the exclusive arbitrament and decision of 
the juriesof the country. If the argument 
is sound, and the Courts have no power or 
authority to decide what is the law of the 
land in criminal cases, but the juries have 
the exclusive power and authority to decide 
what ia the law, then they would have the 
power and autbority to decide that any law 
enacted for the punishment of crimes, from 
murder down to the lowest grade of ielony, 
was unconstitutional and void, and that no 
one should be punished for a violation 
thereof, or if punished at al], should be pun- 
ished at their discretion, and not as the law 
prescribes. The Courts are as much 
to decide‘and administer the Jaw-iacriminal 
cases, a», in pil -other ‘cases’ tonfided to the 
farisdiction Thereof, by the constitution aad 
lawa of the State. Where is the power 
vested by the constitution to decide what is 
the law of the State ce to the trial of 
criminal offenses, including the constitution- 
ality of legislative acts, in the Courts or in 
the juries of the country? If the argument 
is sound that the juries have the exclusive 

wer to decide what is the law of the land 
in criminal cases, independent of the Courts, 
it necessarily follows that they have the 
power to decide the constitutionality of all 
legislative acts defining crimiaal offenses. 
Inasmuch as the jury, under _ the 
testimony disclosed by the record ip 
this cise, had no power or authority 
under the law, to recommend by their ver- 
dict a commutation of the death penalty to 
that of imprisonment in the penitentiary 
for lie, the verdict was illegal and should 
a been set aside on the defendants mo- 
tion. 

Let the judgment of the Court below be 
reversed.
